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SUMMARY 

The  90-day  price  freeze  probably  will  have  no 
significant  effect  on  poultry  and  eggs  with  the  possible 
exception  of  processed  eggs  and  turkeys.  Included  under 
the  freeze  are  dressed  poultry  and  processed  eggs.  Live 
poultry  and  non-processed  shell  eggs  are  exempted. 

The  President's  economic  package  limits  prices  of 
processed  items  at  levels  not  greater  than  the  highest  of 
those  pertaining  to  a  substantial  volume  of  transactions 
during  the  30  days  ended  August  14,  1971,  or  on  May 
25,  1970.  In  some  cases  where  prices  normally  fluctuate 
in  distinct  seasonal  patterns,  the  seller  may  be  permitted 
to  establish  price  ceilings  using  the  seasonal  period  of 
1970. 

With  the  normal  seasonal  price  increases  for  shell  eggs 
in  the  fall,  egg  breakers  likely  will  have  to  pay  higher 
prices  than  during  the  base  period.  However,  with  the 
ceilings  on  egg  product  prices,  processors  may  resist  any 
price  increases  to  producers  for  shell  eggs  which  they 
could  not  recover  in  their  selling  price. 

Prices  for  dressed  turkey  usually  trend  upward  during 
the  heavy  marketing  season,  September-December.  May 
25,  1970,  turkey  prices  generally  were  above  those  of 
the  base  period,  probably  permitting  the  usual  seasonal 
increase  this  fall.  In  contrast,  broiler  prices  during  the 
base  period  were  at  a  seasonal  high  and  have  since 
declined.  Also,  broiler  prices  typically  trend  seasonally 
lower  in  the  fall  and  this  year's  prices  are  expected  to 
follow  the  pattern. 

Egg  output  has  continued  well  above  1970  so  far  this 
year  but  the  gap  has  narrowed  in  recent  months.  Output 
by  the  end  of  1971  may  be  near  a  year  earlier.  A  higher 
laying  rate  has  maintained  production  in  recent  months. 
Flock  size  has  been  near  or  below  a  year  ago  since  May. 
The  laying  flock  on  September  1  was  down  1  percent 
and  the  number  of  pullets  3  months  old  and  older,  not 
of  laying  age,  was  down  8  percent.  Also,  there  were  6 
percent  fewer  replacement  pullets  hatched  during 
June-July  for  flock  replacement  in  the  closing  months  of 
1971.  In  total  there  are  about  7  percent  fewer  pullets  for 
flock  replacements  during  the  balance  of  1971.  But  the 
use  of  Marek's  disease  vaccine  may  have  reduced  the 
pullet  mortality  of  past  years,  increased  the  livability 
and  vigor  of  the  laying  flocks,  and  this  may  result  in  the 
laying  flock  holding  near  1970  levels.  The  rate  of  lay  is 
expected  to  continue  above  year-earlier  levels  this  fall, 
more  than  offsetting  any  decline  in  flock  size. 

This  summer's  egg  prices  generally  were  at  their 
lowest  levels  since  1967  and  1968.  Prices  strengthened  in 
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late  July  and  early  August  but  slipped  sharply  after 
mid-August.  Prices  for  Grade  A  large  white  eggs, 
delivered  Chicago,  dipped  to  the  30  cent  level  in  early 
September.  Subsequently,  prices  strengthened  and 
averaged  about  35  cents  a  dozen  in  mid-September. 
Prices  likely  will  strengthen  more  in  coming  months  as 
demand  increases  seasonally  and  production  relative  to 
1970  eases.  Prices  to  producers  this  fall  may  average  a 
little  below  last  year's  36  cents  a  dozen. 

Broiler  output,  down  in  recent  months,  has  gained  on 
year-earlier  levels  and  likely  will  average  moderately 
higher  this  fall.  Broiler  chick  placements  in  22  major 
States  for  October-November  marketing  supplies  are  up 
about  5  percent  from  a  year  earlier.  Also,  there  were 
about  5  percent  more  broiler  type  eggs  set  in  late  August 
and  early  September.  Higher  broiler  prices  since  April 
and  prospects  for  reduced  feed  costs  this  fall  have 
contributed  to  the  pickup  in  broiler  chick  placements  in 
recent  weeks. 

The  9-city  wholesale  broiler  price  rose  to  the  32  cent 
a  pound  level  in  early  July  and  since  has  trended  down 
to  27.6  cents  for  the  week  of  September  13,  about  1 
cent  above  the  comparable  week  of  1970.  Broiler  prices 
this  fall  probably  will  average  moderately  above  the  25 
cents  of  the  fourth  quarter  of  1970  despite  the  expected 
increase  in  broiler  output.  Large  competing  meat 
supplies  will  continue  to  exert  pressure  on  broiler  prices 


this  fall  but  pork  supplies,  although  large,  are  expected 
to  fall  below  last  year  in  the  closing  months  of  1971. 

The  1971  turkey  crop  will  number  about  118 
million,  about  2  million  more  than  in  1970  but  nearly  8 
million  below  the  record  1967  crop.  Turkey  meat 
output  in  January-July  (which  usually  is  ibout  a  fourth 
of  annual  production)  totaled  540  million  pounds,  up 
nearly  a  fourth.  Although  increasing  seasonally,  July 
output  was  only  3  percent  larger.  Output  during  the 
heavy  producing  months  of  September-December  likely 
will  be  down  slightly.  The  number  of  poults  hatched 
during  March-July,  providing  most  of  the  upcoming 
market  supplies,  was  down  around  4  percent.  With 
average  marketing  weights  running  around  1  percent 
heavier,  turkey  meat  output  this  fall  may  be  down 
around  3  percent. 

Turkey  breeder  flock  owners  in  15  States  indicated 
intentions  in  September  to  keep  1  percent  fewer  turkey 
breeder  hens  for  the  1972  hatching  season  than  in  1971. 

Turkey  prices  generally  have  run  below  1970  but  the 
gap  has  narrowed  in  recent  months.  Producer  prices 
during  the  first  8  months  of  this  year  averaged  nearly  3 
cents  a  pound  below  the  like  period  of  1970.  However, 
prices  in  wholesale  markets  for  young  hen  turkeys  8-16 
pounds  have  been  above  1970  prices  in  recent  months. 
Fall  turkey  prices  likely  will  increase  seasonally  and 
average  slightly  above  fall  1970  prices. 


LIMITED  EFFECTS  OF  PRICE  FREEZE  ON  POULTRY  AND  EGGS 


The  President's  economic  package  limits  prices  during 
August  15-November  13  to  levels  not  greater  than  the 
highest  of  those  pertaining  to  a  substantial  volume  of 
transactions  during  the  30  days  ended  August  14, 1971, 
or  on  May  25,  1970.  In  some  cases  where  prices 
normally  fluctuate  in  distinct  seasonal  patterns,  the 
seller  can  establish  price  ceilings  using  the  seasonal 
period  of  1970. 

The  90  day  ceiling  likely  will  have  no  significant 
effect  on  poultry  and  eggs  with  the  exception  of 
processed  eggs  and  turkeys.  Included  under  the  freeze 
are  dressed  poultry  and  processed  eggs.  Live  poultry  and 
shell  eggs  are  exempted.  With  the  normal  seasonal  price 
increases  for  shell  eggs  in  the  fall,  egg  breakers  may  have 
to  pay  higher  prices  than  they  did  during  the  base 
period.  However,  with  the  restraints  on  prices  of  egg 
products,  processors  may  resist  any  higher  prices  to 
producers  for  shell  eggs  than  they  could  recover  in  their 
selling  price  for  products. 

Prices  for  dressed  turkeys  usually  trend  upward 
during  the  heavy  September-December  marketing 
season.  However,  prices  did  not  increase  as  usual  in  1970 
and  turkey  prices  on  May  25,  1970,  generally  were 
above  both  those  of  the  base  period  and  in  the  fall  of 
1970. 

Broiler  prices  likely  will  not  be  affected  by  the  price 
ceilings.  Prices  during  the  base  period  were  at  a  seasonal 
high  and  have  since  declined.  Also,  prices  typically  trend 


seasonally  lower  in  the  fall  and  this  year's  prices  are 
expected  to  follow  the  usual  pattern. 

EGG  SITUATION 

Production  Large 

A  relatively  high  rate  of  lay  in  recent  months  has  held 
egg  output  moderately  above  1970  levels.  Production 
through  August  this  year  totaled  133.6  million  cases,  3 
percent  more  than  in  the  same  period  of  1970.  Output 
during  August  totaled  16.5  million  cases,  down  1 
percent  seasonally  from  July  but  still  nearly  2  percent 
above  August  1970.  Large  production  earlier  this  year 
resulted  from  more  layers  and  an  increased  rate  of  lay, 
but  the  number  of  layers  tapered  off  and  in  August 
averaged  slightly  below  August  1970.  The  rate  of  lay  has

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continued  higher,  accounting  for  all  of  the  2  percent 
increase  in  August  production.  Output  in  1971  has  held 
above  earlier  expectations  primarily  because  of  the 
higher  rate  of  lay. 

During  the  past  decade  the  rate  of  lay  for 
July-September  has  trended  upward  at  a  little  less  than  1 
percent  a  year  (figure  2).  However,  the  increase  was 
much  larger  in  some  years.  For  example,  for  this  period 
in  1967  when  the  laying  flock  was  relatively  young,  the 
rate  of  lay  increased  nearly  2  percent  from  the  previous 
year  and  moved  well  above  the  trend.  Following  a  layer 
flock  buildup  in  1967,  the  average  age  of  the  flock 
increased,  and  the  increase  in  the  rate  of  lay  tapertd  off 
in  following  years. 

The  large  number  of  replacement  pullets  entering  the 
laying  flock  in  late  1970  and  early  1971  came  at  a  time 
of  sharply  increased  culling  of  old  flocks  and  resulted  in 
a  younger  more  productive  flock  again  in  1971.  In 
addition  to  being  younger,  the  laying  flock  likely  was 
healthier  as  a  result  of  Marek's  disease  vaccine.  Thus,  the 
daily  rate  of  lay  for  July-September  this  year  was  likely 
at  a  record  high  of  around  61  eggs  per  100  hens  and 
nearly  2  percent  above  1970. 

Kgg  output  in  August  continued  to  exceed  1970  levels 
in  all  regions  except  the  South  Central  where  it  fell  4 
percent.  Output  was  up  7  percent  in  the  East  North 
Central,  4  percent  in  the  North  Atlantic,  2  percent  in  the 
South  Atlantic  and  West,  and  1  percent  in  the  West 
North  Central.  The  rate  of  lay  on  September  1  was 


higher  in  all  areas  except  the  West  where  it  declined 
slightly.  It  was  up  4  percent  in  the  North  Atlantic,  East 
North  Central  and  South  Atlantic,  2  percent  in  the 
South  Central,  and  1  percent  in  the  West  North  Central. 
The  number  of  layers  on  September  1  was  down  5 
percent  in  the  South  Central  and  1  percent  in  the  West 
North  Central  and  South  Atlantic  regions,  more  than 
offsetting  a  2  percent  increase  in  the  East  North  Central 
and  Western  regions.  Layer  numbers  in  the  North 
Atlantic  were  virtually  the  same  as  a  year  ago. 

Cold  Storage  Stocks  Larger 

Stocks  of  eggs  and  egg  products  in  cold  storage  have 
increased  in  recent  months,  and  are  well  above  a  year 
earlier.  Shell  equivalent  of  eggs  and  egg  products  on 
September  1  totaled  2.2  million  cases,  compared  with 
1.7  million  on  September  1,  1970.  Stocks  of  processed 
eggs  during  August  declined  slightly  to  79.7  million 
pounds.  Shell  eggs  on  September  1  totaled  131,000 
cases,  down  17,000  cases  from  August  1  but  33,000 
cases  above  September  1,  1970. 

Imports  of  Eggs  Small 

Imports  of  shell  eggs  and  egg  products  fell  sharply 
this  year.  During  the  first  7  months  of  1971  they  totaled 
8.3  million  dozen,  shell  equivalent,  down  sharply  from 
the  22.3  million  during  the  same  months  of  1970.  Of 
this  amount,  about  57  percent  were  shell  egg  imports 
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compared  with  nearly  80  percent  the  prior  year.  Egg 
imports,  normally  small,  amounted  to  less  than  a  half 
percent  of  domestic  production  for  the  period.  Reduced 
imports  in  1971  resulted  mainly  from  larger  domestic 
output  and  lower  prices  than  a  year  earlier,  especially  in 
the  early  months  of  1'971. 

Egg  Prices  At  Low  Levels 

Egg  prices  have  been  averaging  well  below  those  of 
recent  years.  Egg  prices  in  the  spring  and  early  summer 
generally  were  at  their  lowest  levels  since  1967  and  1968 
when  output  increased  sharply.  Main  causes  of  the  low 
prices  this  year  were  increased  production  and  reduced 
demand,  primarily  for  hatching  use.  Some  of  the  decline 
in  hatching  use  was  offset  by  increased  use  of  shell  eggs 
by  egg  breakers  and  shipments  of  eggs  to  American 
territories.

Egg  prices  typically  reach  their  low  point  in  May  then 
trend  upward  during  summer  as  production  declines 
seasonally.  However,  prices  have  not  responded  to  the 
usual  seasonal  price  patterns  this  year.  Producer  prices 
for  all  eggs  in  mid-July  fell  to  a  low  of  28.1  cents  a 
dozen,  down  slightly  from  May  and  June.  They 
strengthened  in  late  July  and  early  August  then  declined 
again  after  mid- August.  Prices  in  mid- August  averaged  31 
cents  a  dozen,  2  cents  below  a  year  earlier.  Prices  for 
Grade  A  large  white  eggs,  delivered  Chicago,  averaged 


around  36  cents  a  dozen  for  the  first  half  of  August  then 
dipped  to  30  cents  in  early  September  before  turning 
around.  The  Chicago  price  averaged  about  35  cents  for 
the  second  week  of  September. 

August  Feed  Prices  Slightly  Higher 

Prices  paid  by  egg  producers  for  laying  feed  increased 
in  July  after  holding  steady  during  the  first  half  of  1971. 
Com  prices  have  dropped  sharply  since  the  high  of 
mid-June  and  laying  feed  declined  slightly  and  averaged 
$88  in  mid-August.  This  compares  with  $89  in  mid-July 
and  $84  a  year  ago.  As  a  result  of  the  slightly  lower  feed 
prices  combined  with  higher  July  egg  prices  to 
producers,  the  egg-feed  price  ratio  increased  to  7.0  in 
August  from  6.3  in  July  but  was  still  well  below  the  7.9 
for  August  1970.  Prices  for  most  production  items  in 
mid-August  were  about  the  same  as  a  month  earlier  but 
6  percent  above  August  1970. 

Larger  Marketings 

Moderately  more  eggs  have  been  available  for 
marketing,  for  other  than  hatching  purposes  in  1971 
than  in  1970.  January-August  egg  production  was  up 
nearly  3  percent.  Also,  around  5  percent  fewer  eggs,  or  1 
percent  less  of  total  egg  production  went  for  hatchery 
purposes.  Thus,  there  were  nearly  4  percent  more  eggs 
available  for  consumption.  More  eggs  went  to 
commercial  breakers. 

Breakings  Lag 

Liquid  egg  production  since  April  has  been  below  a 
year  ago.  This  is  the  first  time  output  has  dropped  below 
the  same  month  of  the  previous  year  since  August  1969. 
January-July  output  took  10.7  million  cases  of  shell 
eggs,  9  percent  more  than  for  the  same  months  of  1970. 
This  was  10.6  percent  of  total  egg  production  compared 
with  10  percent  in  1970.  Much  of  the  increased 
production  of  egg  products  moved  into  cold  storage 
stocks.  On  August  1,  cold  storage  holdings  of  egg 
products  totaled  nearly  80  million  pounds,  20  million 
above  August  1, 1970,  and  the  most  since  late  1968.

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Exports  Lower,  Shipments  Higher 

Exports  and  shipments  to  American  territories  of 
eggs  and  egg  products  in  the  first  7  months  of  this  year 
were  up  125,000  cases  to  995,000  cases.  All  of  the 
increase  was  in  shipments  to  territories  as  exports  were 
lower.  Shipments  in  this  period  totaled  694,000  cases 
compared  with  555,000  cases  in  the  same  months  of 
1970. 

Despite  lower  domestic  egg  prices,  this  year's  exports 
of  eggs  and  egg  products  fell  5  percent  to  300,000  cases 
in  the  first  7  months.  Around  four-fifths  of  the  total 
exports  were  eggs  for  hatching  use.  Combined  exports 
and  shipments  accounted  for  less  than  1  percent  of 
production. 

USDA  Buys  More  Egg  Mix 

Purchases  of  egg  mix  by  USDA  this  year  through 
September  15  containing  a  minimum  of  51  percent  egg 
solids,  totaled  19.7  million  pounds  at  a  cost  of  $16 
million.  This  was  the  equivalent  of  about  1.0  million 
cases  of  shell  eggs  and  19  percent  more  than  purchased 
in  1970.  As  a  result  of  relatively  low  market  prices  for 
eggs  USDA  has  purchased  eggs  during  all  of  1971,  while 
1970's  purchases  were  contracted  for  between  April  15 
and  June  25.  The  egg  mix  purchase  program  is 
authorized  under  Section  32  of  Public  Law  74-320  and 
helps  supply  high-protein  food  for  direct  food  assistance 
programs. 


OUTLOOK  FOR  EGGS 

Production  Increase  Moderating 

Egg  output  will  increase  seasonally  in  coming  months 
but  by  a  diminishing  margin  over  year-ago  levels. 
Production  by  the  close  of  1971  may  be  only  slightly 
higher.  The  increased  output  will  result  from  a  higher 
rate  of  lay.  This  will  be  at  least  partly  offset  by  a  small 
decline  in  the  size  of  the  laying  fiock.  The  laying  flock 
on  September  1  totaled  316.6  million,  down  about  2 
million  from  a  year  earlier.  Also,  the  number  of  pullets  3 


months  old  or  older  not  of  laying  age  on  September  1 
for  fiock  replacement,  at  75  million,  was  down  nearly  7 
million.  This  is  in  line  with  the  10  percent  decline  in 
egg-type  chick  hatch  during  March-May.  (figure  3)  In 
addition,  there  were  about  6  percent  or  2.8  million 
fewer  egg  type  replacement  pullets  hatched  during 
June-July,  most  of  which  will  enter  the  laying  fiock  by 
the  end  of  this  year.  This  will  mean  about  7  percent 
fewer  pullets  for  replacements  in  the  laying  fiock  for  the 
balance  of  1971.  However,  because  of  the  current 
relatively  young  laying  fiock  and  increased  livability  of 
pullets  resulting  from  the  use  of  Marek's  disease  vaccine, 
the  laying  flock  may  continue  to  hold  near  last  year's 
numbers.

One-half  of  egg-type  chick  hatched  plus  pullet  chicks  placed 
domestically  for  broiler  hatchery  supply  flocks  by  leading 
breeders. 

Part  of  the  decline  in  replacement  pullets  may  be 
offset  by  reduced  culling  of  old  flocks.  The  egg  industry 
has  continued  to  encourage  producers  to  reduce  the  size 
of  laying  flocks  by  heavier  culling  and  reduced 
hatchings.  There  probably  will  be  some  resistance  to 
increased  culling  in  coming  months.  After  carrying  layers 
through    the    recent    months    of    depressed  prices.

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producers  will  hesitate  to  remove  layers  with  egg  prices 
looking  brighter  in  the  fall. 

Based  on  marketings  of  egg-type,  mature  chickens  in 
Federally  inspected  plants,  about  8  percent  more  hens 
were  culled  during  January-July  1971.  However, 
marketings  during  July  was  up  only  2  percent  and 
weekly  slaughter  reports  indicate  that  culling  in  August 
was  down  around  a  tenth  from  the  relatively  high  levels 
of  August  1970.

The  rate  of  lay,  above  year-earlier  rates  since  late 
1970,  likely  will  continue  higher  during  the  rest  of  1971. 
The  current  laying  flock  is  relatively  young  but  the  age 
will  increase  in  coming  months  as  the  number  of 
replacement  pullets  entering  the  laying  flock  continues 
below  1970.  However,  the  expected  improvement  in  the 
vigor  of  the  flock,  resulting  from  use  of  Marek's  disease 
vaccine,  may  partly  offset  the  reduced  productivity  of 
an  aging  flock.  In  total,  these  factors  favor  some  decline 
in  the  rate  of  lay,  but  it  likely  will  remain  above 
year-earlier  levels. 

Prices  To  Strengthen 

Look  for  egg  prices  to  continue  perking  up  from  the 
low  summer  levels  as  a  result  of  seasonally  increasing 
demand  and  some  easing  of  production  relative  to  1970. 
Still,  prices  will  be  weak  compared  with  1970  as  output 
stays  higher  and  supplies  of  other  high-protein  foods 
remain  large.  However,  prices  to  producers  this  fall  may 
average  a  little  below  last  fall's  36  cents  a  dozen.  A  few 
more  eggs  likely  will  be  used  for  hatching  purposes,  but 
egg  breakers  may  use  less. 


BROILER  SITUATION 

Production  Gaining 

Broiler  meat  output  in  Federally  inspected  plants, 
below  1970  levels  since  April,  is  gaining  on  year-earlier 
levels  and  may  have  exceeded  them  in  August.  Output 
during  Januar\  -July  this  year  totaled  4.2  billion  pounds, 
certified  ready-to-cook  weight,  1.3  percent  below  the 
same  months  of  1970.  The  number  of  broilers  marketed

during  this  period  was  down  2.2  percent  and  the  average 
liveweight  of  broilers  marketed  was  up  1  percent. 

Production  in  recent  weeks  has  picked  up  relative  to 
1970.  Weekly  slaughter  reports  show  the  number 
marketed  during  August  averaged  above  August  1970. 
Additionally,  increased  marketing  weight  would  indicate 
that  broiler  meat  output  was  moderately  higher.  Broiler 
chick  placements  in  22  major  broiler  States,  for 
marketing  in  September,  were  about  equal  to  a  year 
earlier  while  placements  for  October  marketings  were  up 
about  3  percent,  (figure  4)  Current  egg  settings  indicate 
that  marketings  will  continue  to  gain  in  November. 

More  young  chickens  (mostly  broilers)  have  been 
inspected  for  further  proce.ssing  in  Federally  inspected 
plants.  During  the  first  7  months  of  this  year  young 
chickens  inspected  totaled  1,166  million  pounds  for 
cutting  up  and  an  additional  218  million  pounds  for 
processing  beyond  the  cut-up  stage.  This  was  12  and  11 
percent  above  a  year  earlier. 

Prices  Seasonally  Lower 

Broiler  prices  moved  above  1970  levels  in  April  as 
output  lagged,  and  reached  a  peak  in  July.  Prices 
normally  reach  a  high  in  the  summer  then  trend  down 
during  the  rest  of  the  year.  Although  broiler  meat 
output  has  been  reduced,  large  red  meat  supplies, 
particularly  pork,  have  generally  held  wholesale  broiler 
prices  below  the  30  cent  level  this  year  except  for  a 
short  time  in  late  June  and  July. 

Wholesale  prices  for  ready-to-cook  broilers  in  9  cities 
averaged  29.2  cents  a  pound  during  July-August.  Prices

rose  to  a  high  of  32.2  cents  a  pound  for  the  week  of  July 
12  and  have  since  trended  down.  For  the  week  of 
September  13,  the  9  city  prices  averaged  27.6  cents  a 
pound,  compared  with  26.9  cents  for  the  comparable 
week  of  1970.  Lai^e  broiler  output  and  continued  large 
pork  supplies  continue  to  exert  pressure  on  broiler 
prices.  Hog  slaughter  during  July  was  up  7  percent  from 
a  year  ago. 

Costs  of  most  items  used  in  broiler  production  have 
held  stable  in  recent  months,  and  likely  will  continue  so 
during  the  freeze.  Any  economic  restraints  beyond  that 
period  would  slow  the  rise  in  production  costs.  Feed 
prices  probably  will  continue  to  decline  if  the  predicted 
I  record  com  crop  materializes.  Prices  paid  by  farmers  in 
August  for  production  items,  including  interest,  taxes, 
and  wage  rates,  were  unchanged  from  a  month  earlier 
but  6  percent  above  August  1970. 
,       Since   May,   higher   broiler  prices  and  generally 
'  weakening  feed  prices  have  resulted  in  a  broiler-feed 
I  price  ratio  above  the  relatively  low  levels  of  a  year  ago. 
The  ratio  in  August  was  2.9,  down  sharply  from  July  but 
slightly  above  August  1970.  The  decline  in  July  reflected 
a  sharper  decrease  in  broiler  prices  than  in  feed  prices. 
The  average  cost  for  broiler  feed  in  mid-August  was  $98 
j.  a  ton,  $1  below  July  but  still  $3  above  a  year  earlier. 

Exports  and  Shipments 

Chicken    exports    and    shipments    to  American 


territories  have  picked  up.  Exports  of  whole  young 
chickens  and  chicken  parts  (primarily  broilers)  during 
the  first  7  months  of  1971  totaled  nearly  56  million 
pounds,  ready-to-cook  weight,  7  percent  more  than  in 
the  like  period  of  1970.  Exports  of  whole  young 
chickens  were  down  24  percent,  but  this  decline  only 
partly  offset  a  20  percent  increase  in  exports  of  parts. 
Parts  accounted  for  80  percent  of  the  total  exported. 
Shipments  of  chickens  to  American  territories  during 
this  period  totaled  59.4  million  pounds,  ready-to-cook 
weight,  up  9  percent. 

Broiler  exports  this  year  to  Switzerland  and  Greece 
under  USDA's  export  program  through  September 
totaled  9.1  million  pounds  at  a  cost  of  $1.3  million.  This 
compares  with  last  year's  14.1  million  pounds  and  $1.8 
million.  Of  this  year's  total,  8.1  million  pounds  went  to 
Switzerland  at  a  cost  of  $1.2  million,  compared  with 
12.1  million  pounds  and  2.0  million  for  the  same 
months  of  1970. 


USDA  Purchases 

USDA  purchases  this  year  of  canned  boned  chicken, 
for  distribution  to  needy  persons,  through  August  26 
totaled  26.4  million  pounds,  equivalent  ready-to-cook 
carcass  weight  at  a  cost  of  $7.3  million.  This  compares 
with  1970  purchases  of  23.6  million  pounds.  This  year's 
program    was   suspended   in   late   August  since  the

quantities  under  contract  are  sufficient  to  meet  needs 
for  the  immediate  future. 

In  addition  to  canned  boned  chicken  USDA  through 
September  21  purchased  22.3  million  pounds  of  fresh 
frozen  cut-up  young  chicken  at  a  cost  of  $7.3  million. 
These  purchases  are  for  distribution  to  schools 
participating  in  the  National  School  Lunch  Program. 
Purchases  began  in  July  and  are  being  continued. 
Purchases  last  year  began  in  August  and  for  all  of  1970 
totaled  48  million  pounds  at  a  cost  of  $14.7  million. 


BROILER  OUTLOOK 

Larger  Fall  Output 

Fourth  quarter  broiler  output  may  total  moderately 
above  the  same  quarter  of  1970,  since  fall  production  is 
expected  to  decline  less  than  usual.  Higher  prices  since 
April  and  prospects  for  lower  feed  prices  this  fall  have 
contributed  to  a  pickup  in  broiler  chick  placements  in 
recent  weeks. 

Broiler  marketings  in  recent  weeks  have  been  above  a 
year  earlier,  based  on  weekly  reports  of  activity  in 
Federally  inspected  slaughter  plants.  Also,  broiler  chick 
placements  in  22  important  States,  for  marketing 
supplies  during  October-November,  jumped  about  5 
percent.  Broiler-type  eggs  set  in  late  August  and  early 
September  were  also  up  around  5  percent. 

In  addition  to  more  broilers  for  marketing,  the 
average  broiler  marketed  will  likely  be  heavier.  Through 
July  of  this  year  the  weight  of  broilers  marketed  in 


Federally  inspected  slaughter  plants  averaged  3.66 
pounds,  up  more  than  1  percent  from  1970.  During  the 
past  decade  the  average  marketing  weight  has  trended 
upward  at  about  1  percent  a  year. 

The  relatively  low  broiler-feed  price  relationship  of 
the  past  year  has  kept  broiler  output  from  expanding 
during  most  of  this  year.  The  broiler-feed  price  ratio 
increased  to  3.2  in  July.  But  broiler  prices  declined  more 
than  feed  prices  did,  pushing  the  ratio  back  to  2.9  in 
August.  Prospects  for  a  huge  corn  crop  this  year  will 
likely  result  in  lower  feed  costs  this  fall.  Lower  feed 
prices  combined  with  above  year-earlier  broiler  prices 
will  hold  the  broiler  feed-price  ratio  above  1970  levels 
this  fall. 

Prices  Above  Last  Fall 

Despite  some  increase  in  output,  broiler  prices  this 
fall  will  average  moderately  above  the  25  cent  average  9 
city  wholesale  price  in  the  fourth  quarter  1970. 
However,  broiler  prices  probably  will  decline  seasonally 
during  the  rest  of  1971.  Pork  supplies  will  continue 
large. 

The  wage-price  freeze  is  not  expected  to  have  any 
significant  offset  on  broiler  prices  this  fall.  The  freeze  is 
effective  at  the  highest  price  that  a  substantial  amount 
of  broilers  were  sold  on  May  25,  1970,  or  during  the 
period  July  15-August  14,  1971.  The  highest  9  city 
wholesale  broiler  price  for  the  period  was  the  30.57 
cents  a  pound  for  the  week  of  July  20.  Prices  usually 
trend  down  seasonally  after  August  anyway,  and  larger 
production  is  expected  during  the  balance  of  1971.

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TURKEY  SITUATION 
Turkey  Crop  Up  Slightly 

The  1971  turkey  crop  totals  nearly  118  million  birds, 
about  2  million  more  than  in  1970  but  8  million  below 
the  1967  record  crop.  All  of  the  increase  is  in  heavy 
breed  birds.  They  likely  will  total  about  105.5  million 
compared  with  103.5  million  in  1970.  Light  breed  birds 
raised  in  1971  are  estimated  at  12.2  million  compared 
with  12.5  million  last  year. 

More  turkeys  were  raised  in  most  of  the  important 
turkey  growing  States  in  1971.  Minnesota,  California 
and  North  Carolina  remained  the  largest  producers,  each 
State  growing  more  than  10  million  birds.  Indiana, 
Oregon,  and  South  Carolina  experienced  declines  of  13 
to  26  percent  from  1970.  The  top  20  States,  accounted 
for  about  96  percent  of  the  total  U.S.  production.  More 
turkeys  are  being  raised  in  all  regions  except  the  East 
North  Central  where  the  Minnesota-Wisconsin  crop 
likely  will  be  slightly  lower.

Turkey  meat  output  in  Federally  inspected  plants 
during  January-July  this  year  totaled  540  million 
pounds,  nearly  a  fourth  more  than  in  the  same  months 
of  1970.  Although  increasing  seasonally,  the  margin  has 
tapered  off  in  recent  months,  and  July  output  was  up 
only  3  percent.  The  larger  output  during  January-July 
resulted  from  21  percent  more  turkeys  marketed  at  a  2 
percent  heavier  weight.  Bigger  cold  storage  stocks  on 
August  1  accounted  for  about  half  of  the  100  million 
pounds  of  increased  output  during  January -July. 

Prices  Strengthen 

Prices  for  live  turkey  in  1971  generally  have  been 
below  year-earlier  levels,  but  the  gap  has  narrowed  in 
recent  months.  Producer  prices  during  January-August 
averaged  21.4  cents  a  pound,  down  nearly  3  cents.  The 
deficit  resulted  largely  from  the  sharp  increase  in  turkey 
meat  output  and  large  supplies  of  competing  meats. 

Although  liveweight  turkey  prices  have  been  down, 
prices  in  wholesale  markets  for  hen  turkeys  generally 
have  been  above  1970  in  recent  months.  For  example. 
New  York  wholesale  prices  for  young  hen  turkeys  8-16 
pounds  moved  above  year-earlier  levels  in  early  June  and 
averaged  around  39  cents  a  pound  in  August  compared 


with  37.3  cents  for  August  1970.  August  prices  for 
young  toms,  14-20  pounds,  averaged  about  34.5  cents  a 
pound,  about  the  same  as  a  year  ago.

Turkey  Stocks  Large 

The  sharp  increase  in  turkey  output  in  the  seasonally 
light  production  months  of  January-July  resulted  in  the 
largest  August  1  cold  storage  turkey  stocks  for  this  date 
since  the  record  high  in  1968.  (figure  1)  Stocks  on 
August  1  totaled  205  million  pounds,  about  50  million 
pounds  larger  than  a  year  ago  and  only  25  million  below 
the  same  date  in  1968. 

USDA  Purchases 

USDA  suspended  its  buying  of  canned  boned  turkey 
for  the  Direct  Food  Assistance  Programs  for  this  year  in 
late  August  after  contracting  for  357,000  dozen  cans  of 
boned  turkey  at  a  cost  of  $2.8  million.  This  is  equivalent 
to  about  15.2  million  pounds  of  whole  carcass  turkey. 
Additional  purchases  during  January-March  this  year 
under  the  1970  program  totaled  601,800  dozen  cans  of 
boned  turkey  equivalent  to  about  25.7  million  pounds 
of  whole  turkey.  Purchases  under  this  program  for  all  of 
1970  totaled  472,600  dozen  cans  equivalent  to  24 
million  pounds  carcass  weight  at  a  cost  of  $7.5  million. 

On  July  7,  USDA  resumed  buying  young,  whole 
ready-to-cook  frozen  turkeys  for  use  in  the  current 
year's  school  lunch  program.  Through  September  9,  19.1 
million  pounds  had  been  purchased  at  a  cost  of  $6.5 
million.  Last  year's  purchases  were  begun  in  early 
August  and  for  all  of  1970  totaled  35  million  pounds  at 
a  cost  of  $12.1  million. 

Exports  Lower 

Turkey  meat  exports  during  January -July  fell  nearly 
30  percent  despite  lower  U.S.  prices.  Exports  totaled  9.7 
million  pounds,  ready-to-cook  weight,  compared  with 
13.7  million  pounds  during  the  same  period  of  1970.  All 
of  the  decline  was  in  turkey  parts.  Exports  of  turkey 
parts,  accounting  for  80  percent  of  the  total,  were  down 
36  percent  while  those  for  whole  turkeys  were  up  more 
than  a  fourth.  During  1970  nearly  40  percent  of  the 
year's  total  exports  occurred  in  this  period.

TURKEY  OUTLOOK 
Production  To  Lag 

Turkey  meat  output  during  the  heavy  production 
period  of  September-December  (typically  accounting  for 
nearly  60  percent  of  annual  production)  likely  will 
average  slightly  below  1970  levels.  Marketings  will  be 
down  around  4  percent  from  1970,  based  on  a 
calculation  advancing  the  number  of  poults  hatched  by  4 
months  for  all  light  breeds,  5  months  for  heavy  breed 
hens,  and  6  months  for  heavy  breed  toms.  Assuming  that 
the  average  marketing  weight  will  continue  to  average 
slightly  higher,  turkey  meat  output  will  decline  by 
around  3  percent. 

Prices  To  Continue  Stronger 

Turkey  prices  during  the  main  marketing  period  will 
probably  increase  seasonally  and  may  average  slightly 
above  year-ago  levels.  Prices  during  this  period  in  1970 
weakened.  Increased  turkey  supplies  and  large  supplies 
of  other  meat  will  limit  market  strength  and  hold  this 
fall's  price  close  to  a  year  ago.  Larger  September  1  cold 


storage  stocks  will  likely  more  than  offset  the  decline  in 
fall  output,  resulting  in  per  capita  turkey  supplies  about 
the  same  as  a  year  ago.  However,  a  small  reduction  in 
pork  production  late  in  1971  will  lend  strength  to 
turkey  prices. 

Breeders  Plan  To  Keep  Fewer  Hens  For  1972 

Turkey  breeder  flock  owners  in  15  major  producing 
States  indicated  intentions  in  September  to  keep  1 
percent  fewer  turkey  breeder  hens  for  the  1972  hatching 
season  than  in  1971.  Flock  owners  plan  to  hold  17 
percent  fewer  light  breed  hens  and  1  percent  more  heavy 
breeds.  These  15  States  account  for  about  four-fifths  of 
all  breeder  hens  in  the  U.S.  More  breeder  hens  are 
expected  in  Michigan,  Missouri,  Virginia,  California,  and 
Texas.  The  sharpest  declines  likely  will  be  in  South 
Carolina,  Oklahoma  and  Ohio.  The  1972  turkey  crop 
may  vary  from  what  these  early  intentions  would 
indicate.  Changes  may  depend  on  reactions  to  the 
reported  intentions,  price  of  feed,  supply  and  price  of 
hatching  eggs  and  poults  and  prices  received  for  turkeys 
during  the  next  few  months.
